Democrats Most Nearly Have Com­ 


plete County Ticket With 28 Can­ 
didates Known to be in the Field. 


With one week remaining until the 
last day for filing nomination petitions 
for the fall primary, only twelve pros­ 
pective 
Republican and 
Democratic 
candidates for county 
offices have 
placed the necessary papers on record 
at the office of the 
county com m is­ 
sioners at the court house here. 
N ext Tuesday, A ugust 21, is the 
last day for filing the petitions, and 
< . E. Tawney, clerk to the com m is­ 
sioners, announced 
today that 
no 
papers will be accepted for filing after 
4 o ’clock in the afternoon of that day.. 
While only a bare handful of peti­ 
tions of candidates peeking county 
offices have been recorded at the o f ­ 
fice of the commissioners, the number 
is exceeded by only a few o f those 
petitions of candidates for the innum­ 
erable township and municipal 
va­ 
cancies to be filled in the coming elec­ 
tion. 
On neither the Republican nor Dem­ 
ocratic side is the county ticket com ­ 
plete, there being several offices in 
both parties for which petitions have 
not vet been filed. 
However, from 
the list of candidates filed and tho list 
o f those known to be in the field, the 
Democratic party could more 
nearly 
select a complete county ticket than 
the Republican organization. 
Already five Republicans and seven 
Democrats have filed their nomination 
papers for county offices with the com ­ 
missioners. 
Undoubtedly many more 
will file during the last week of the 
petitioning period. 
While few papers have yet been 
filed bv either party, the Democrats 
are known to have the most prospec­ 
tive candidates in the field with peti­ 
tions.

That many of the 
poor stands of 
potatoes in Adams County this sea­ 
son were due to poor seed storage is 
the opinion of 
E. L. Nixon, potato 
extension specialist at State College. 
Grandfather’s 
cellar 
was a good 
storage 
room in 
its day, but now 
that the present generation has con- 
| verted it into a furnace room it no 
longer makes a good storage bin for 
“spuds”. 
There are .two possible methods 
of storing potatoes so that they will 
keep well and make good 
seed, ac-j 
cording to Nixou. 
One is artificial 
cold storage in which 
the potatoes) 
at e kept at a temperature of about J 
40 degrees. 
This 
method is costly1 
for the ordinary 
grower and great 
care has to he taken that too many 
green 
tubers are not 
piled in one 
large bin without having plenty of 
air circulation. 
“The 
cheaper method for the or­ 
dinary potato grower,” says the ex­ 
tension 
sepecialist, 
“is to pit 
the 
crop right in the 
field. 
This is the 
way a successful grower of Hunting­ 
don County does the job, 
“He choses a well drained spot in
